5,  The  Parish  of  Croft  has  a piped  supply  from  the  Tees  Valley 

Water  Board,  About  half  the  village  of  Barton  has  a 
piped  supply  from  a non-statutory  company  - the  Barton 
Limestone  Company. 

The  remaining  villages  and  farms  are  supplied  from  wells .
